MIT Accepts Plan 
For Humanity Study 


Cambridge, Mass.—(IP)—Mas- 
sachusetts. Institute of Technol- 
ogy has formally accepted a plan 
to broaden the engineer’s educa- 
tion in the humanities curriculum. 
The faculty has approved an ex- 


perimental plan which’ will re- - 


quire MIT -students to spend at 
least 40 percent of their time in 
the humanities and social studies. 

The announcement points out 
that if the student wishes to be- 
come a professional engineer or 
scientist, he may take an addi- 
tional year and get a second bach- 
elor’s degree in his specialty, or an 
extra two years and get a mas- 
ter’s. The program makes way for 
those interested in economics. MIT 
will expand its broad social sci- 
ence course, but the new humani- 
ties course will rotate around two 
major themes, American indus- 
trial society and philosophy and 
literature. Since science and engi- 
neering will be the center. of the 
plan,. these MIT students will, in 


reality, be taking a double major. °
